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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the ftill patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concems," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kaulberg (EP 

1191814). 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Kaulberg teaches a hearing aid with anti feedback system 
comprising a signal path from at least one input transducer to an output transducer (figures 1, 3), 
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a signal processing unit (7), acoustic environment detection means and means for generating 
input to the setting of signal processing parameters to be used in the signal processing unit based 
on either manual input or output from the acoustic environment detection means (see page 3, 
lines 41-43, page 4, lines 46-51, and page 8, lines 40-55), and means for generating an alert 
signal to the anti feed back system whenever one or more preselected input to the generation of 
signal processing parameters undergoes changes (page 4, lines 46-51, page 5, lines 48-52, and 
page 11, line 42 and lines 47-53). 

Regarding claim 2, Kaulberg teaches one of the preselected input to the generation of 
signal processing parameters that relates to processing of a directional characteristics of signals 
received from two or more microphones (page 9, lines 41-44). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Goodings et al. (U.S. patent 5,259,033) teaches a hearing aid having compensation for 
acoustic feedback. 

Jensen (U.S. patent 7,010,134) teaches a hearing aid with an automatic control of the 
directional characteristics. 

Kates (U.S. patent 6,498,858) teaches feeback cancellation improvements in the hearing 

aids.
